A  considerably  lighter  apple  crop  in  Southeastern  Europe  in  1925 
than  in  1924  is  indicated  "by  a  cablegram  received  today  "by  the  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture  from  Agricultural  Commissioner  Haas 
at  Vienna,  Austria.    Although  it  is  too  early  in  the  season  to  make  * 
quantitative  estimates  of  the  total  crop,  preliminary  estimates  for 
separate  districts  reflect  below  average  conditions.    In  Czechoslovakia 
and  Italian  Tyrol,  the  two  heaviest  exporting  districts,  the  outlook 
is  for  a  light  crop.    The  Czechoslovakia  yield  is  expected  to  "be 
from  30  to  50  per  cent  of  average,  while  in  the  Tyrol  prospects  are 
for  a  70  to  80  per  cent  yield.     In  Austria  conditions  are  also  un- 
favorable.    In  Yugoslavia  conditions  are  stated  to  bo  good  to  very 
good  and  an  outturn  of  more  then  average  size  is  expected. 

Prospects  are  for  a  larger  than  average  prune  crop  in  Yugo- 
slavia, if  weather  Conditions  continue  favorable  through  the  season. 
Yugoslavia  is  the  chief  European  producer  of  prunes,  which  cone  into 
competition  with  the  American  product.
